BOISE (AP) — A growing num- 
ber of rock climbers has disrupt- 
ed the nesting habits of birds of 
prey 'such as golden eagles, 
prairie falcons, rcd-tailcd hawks 
. and great horned owls, raptor 
expert Moriey Nelson contends. 

Nclson._helpcd create the 
Snake RiVer Birds of Prey 
Natural Area and bring the 
World Center for Birds of Prey to 
Idaho. Now he is seeking to limit 
access to the populardimbing— 
sites on the cliffs above tlic Boise 
River during nesting season, 
which runs from February ’ 
through June. 

; **I know it won’t sit well with a 

lot of climbers,” he said. “But we 


have to be careful around these 
birds, because Uiey can't take a 
lot of disturbance. They just give 
up and go away.” ' 

Population increases and the 
rising popularity of rock climbing 
have made the cliffs a busy place. 
Nelson is not the only one who 
seesaproblem. ' 

Bruce Hank, a non-game biolo- 
gist with the Idaho Department 
of Fish and Game, said climbers - 
are leaving bolts, pitons and cani; 
biners on the rodcs right next to 
nests. 

“Those birds arc proteaed by 
law,” he said. “In some of the 
national parks like Yosemite, 
they’ve closed climbing trafls 


during the nesting season.” 

But Jim Budolfson, a resource 
officer with the U.S. Bureau of 
Reclamadon’s 6 noke River Area 
office, favors a permit system for 
climb^ 

‘'I've calked 19 a couple of 
climbing dubs who arc interest- 
ed in getting permits,” he said. 
“We could work with Moriey and 
hopefully come up with some 
land of 0 plom.” 

Nelson saidjic is willing to com- 
promise, as long as the bi^ get a 
iiiir opportunity for surviviU. 

“These dmnictcrs were here a 
long time before we were." he
